DETAILED ACTION 

This is the Final Office Action for application number 10/801,842 Electronic 
Device Cradle Having Replaceable Latches, filed on 3/16/04. Claims 1-19 are pending. 
Claims 10-19 are withdrawn. This Final Office Action is in response to applicant's 
reply dated 6/8/06. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this 
action can be found in a prior Office action. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated any new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by United 
States Patent No. 6816713 to Chen. 

The patent to Chen discloses a cradle (10, 20) and latch assembly having a body 
(10, 20), the body having at least one pocket (21), at least one latch aperture (241) and 
a latch (35) detachable from the body, the latch having a clasp (351) and a means for 
coupling (353, 354, 356) to the body and a clasp arm (352) having a clasp arm length 
wherein the latch (35) is detachable from the body (10, 20) wherein the clasp extends in 
a non-coplanar angle from a portion of the clasp arm. 
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Chen also discloses wherein the means for coupling includes a retention latch 
arm (354) and a retention latch (356), wherein the retention latch arm (354) acts as a 
cantilever beam and wherein the latch has a thumb release (31), a stabilizing support 
(33) and a rear support (36) and wherein the body has a retention latch catch (the upper 
lip of the area surrounding the latch aperture, which catches the retention latch 356, 
See Drawing Below), a rear support recess (11), a latch guide (246) and a rotation 
support (22, 23). 



Response to Arguments 

The applicant has argued that the reference to Chen does not disclose a latch, a 
latch arm and a non-coplanar clasp. This Is unpersuasive, see the rejection above for 
more details.
